Suburbanites have “turned around” and are now truly in­ 
terested in doing something about the problems of the city, the 
mayor of the nation's largest city told a group of suburban 
publishers and editors meeting Friday in Chicago. 
New York Mayor John V. Lindsay, vice chairman of the 
President’s Commission on Civil Disorders, said that while the 
commission’s report on the causes of riots had been collecting 
dust in government agencies, common citizens had made it a 
best-selling book. 
Linking the problems of city and suburbs, the Republican 
mayor said the report was “clearly not a city report.” He 
pointed out that disorders have occurred in the suburbs of New 
York and “at this time the rate of increase in crime and wel­ 
fare in the suburbs of New York is greater than in the city 
itself.” 
Lindsay told members of the Suburban Press Foundation 
attending an editorial seminar he “doubts” annexation is the 
answer to the urban crisis because the suburbs have growing 
problems themselves. 
He warned, though, of the threat outlined in the riot report, 
of a nation moving toward two societies, black and white, “sep­ 
arate and unequal.”

Late in the final period the 
Lancers managed to make two 
desperate goal-line stands, but 
linebacker Fred Smolinski came 
up with the visitor’s fourth pass 
interception and gave Ofenlock 
and Company a first-and-goal at 
the Lancer 7. Two plays later 
Ofenlock arched a soft flip to 
Mroz in the end-zone signalling 
the end of the Lancer’s misery.

Mostly for Men

Introduction of Mike Flynn 
as a guest columnist brought

taco sauce, 
red 
chile sauce and an outline of 
requirem ents for a good Mexi­ 
can m eal. Having put together 
the sauces, let’s look at some 
other courses. 


Very popular as an appetizer 
is 
cheese 
crisp, 
m ade 
with 
flour tortillas. 
For 6 people 
you’ll need 12 sm all tortillas. 
At many Mexican restaurants 
cheese crisp is m ade on a gi­ 
ant tortilla, but unless you're 
an expert, I wouldn’t suggest 
it. 
Let tortillas reach room tem ­ 
perature, then place on cookie 
sheet in 350 degree oven until 
crisped. Brush with butter and 
spread thinly with grated long­ 
horn or cheddar cheese. Serve 
as soon as the cheese m elts. 
To m ake beef tacos, take 
sm all corn tortillas, usually 2 
per person, and brown on both 
sides 
on 
a 
lightly 
greased 
griddle. Fold over and hang on 
racks to dry or place on paper 
toweling. 


TO PR EPA R E the filling for 


6 people, sim m er IV z pounds of 
ground chuck with I teaspoon 
salt, V2 teaspoon oregano and 
1/3 teaspoon garlic powder un­ 
til well browned. 


Stuff the tortilla shells with 
the hot beef m ixture, shredded 
lettuce, finely chopped fresh 
tom ato (or I teaspoon tom ato 
puree) and sprinke with grat­ 
ed 
cheese. 
Your guests can 
add the taco sauce (last week) 
to their taste, but rem em ber 
it’s hot. 


Another variation, using the 
sam e preparation for stuffing, 
is the special enchilada. P re ­ 
pare tortillas, again 2 per per­ 
son, as for tacos. Stuff with the 
beef m ixture, but this 
tim e 
cover 
the 
beef 
with 
finely 
chopped fresh onion and cover 
with 
red 
chile 
sauce 
(last 
week). 


Place a thin slice of cheddar 
cheese over the top 
of 
the 
stuffed tortilla and put into the 
oven on a cookie sheet. Bake 
at 350 degrees until the cheese 
is well m elted and beginning to 


brown. Serve atop shedded let­ 


tuce. 


POPULAR WITH tacos and 
enchiladas are frijoles, or re ­ 
fried 
beans. 
You 
can m ake 
these 
from 
scratch 
but 
it’s 
m uch easier to buy them in 
cans . Best m ethod for heating 
is to m elt I tablespoon m arg a­ 
rine in a heavy skillet. Add I 
can of refried beans, sprinkle 
with 4 tablespoons grated ched­ 
dar cheese. Cover and let sim ­ 
m er for 5 m inutes. 


These should be cooked slow­ 
ly and w atched closely because 
they have a tendency to stick 
or burn. But, if they do — “ A 
la m ajor cocinera se Ie que­ 
rn a n

frijolies,” 
which 
m eans “even the best 
cook 
burns the beans.”

FAVORITE PUMPKIN PIE 
2 eggs 
I can (I lb.) pumpkin 
(about 2 cups) 
s4 cup firmly packed 
light browm sugar 
Vi teaspoon salt 
\Vi teaspoons pumpkin 
pie spice 
I tall can (13 fl. oz.) evapo­ 
rated milk (1-2/3 cups) 
9-inch unbaked pastry shell 
In medium size mixing bowl 
beat eggs slightly to blend 
yolks and whites. Stir in pump­ 
kin, brown sugar, salt, spice 
and evaporated milk, blending 
well. Ladle into pastry shell. 
Bake in preheated hot oven, 
425 degrees, 15 minutes; re­ 
duce temperature to moderate, 
350 degrees and continue bak­ 
ing until filling is set, about 45 
minutes longer. 
Remove to cooling rack and 
cool away from drafts. When 
ready to serve, garnish with 
leaves cut from scraps of pas­ 
try and baked golden brown, if 
desired. Makes 9-inch pie (6 to 
8 servings).

Paddock Publications occasion­ 
ally receives, and publishes, let­ 
ters from residents distressed by 
the prospect of yet another school 
tax increase who feel the school 
district and newspaper have failed 
them. Recently, for example, a 
resident of High School Dist. 211 
wrote that “They (school officials) 
don’t want questions asked. Let’s 
face something else, your paper 
doesn’t want to help enlighten the 
public either about what the public 
wants to know or that it should 
know.” 


In an adjacent column a Lake 
Park High School district resident 
charges us with “fuzzy” reporting 
of school finances and the current 
board and its predecessors with 
mishandling their responsibilities. 


Everyone in the community is 
entitled to hold opinions, and we 
believe it is the newspaper’s obli­ 
gation to give all sides an oppor­ 
tunity 
to 
express 
their 
view, 
whether we agree with it or not. 
We believe our readers are sophis­ 
ticated enough to realize that pub­ 
lication on our part does not in­ 
dicate agreement. 


We do not claim to have a per­ 
fect judgment in evaluating all of 
the scores of referendums which 
are held throughout the northwest 
suburbs in any given year. We do 
make an honest attempt to eval­ 
uate each and make a recommen­ 
dation to voters, because that is a 
function of the newspaper. 


In most cases, public officials 
are very cooperative. In a few 
cases they have attempted to hide 
the full facts, and we have report­ 
ed these circumstances. 


No one likes the present level of 
taxation; no one eagerly accepts 
more taxes. However, responsible 
suburbanites have been voting tax 
increases for themselves at a regu­ 
lar pace, and we have been recom­ 
mending increase after increase. 


The reasons are simple. Our 
suburbs are among the fastest 
growing communities in the Chi­ 
cago area. They have a tradition 
of good government and good 
schools. 


These things cost money. But 
they also bring rewards. 


New people mean more public 
facilities, particularly in the area 
of education. Some communities 
are building schools as fast as they 
are financially capable yet they 
cannot stay abreast of the growth 
in enrollment. 


Inflation works with population 
growth to force additional costs on 
schools and other taxing bodies. 
Teacher salaries in recent years 
have undergone considerable up­ 
grading. This was essential if we 
hope to continue attracting bright 
young people into teaching. 


This newspaper’s philosophy is 
that investments in our commu­ 
nities pay dividends in improved 
family life, better education, more 
pleasant surroundings. We are in­ 
vesting our local property tax dol­ 
lars in prime human needs and the 
quality of our lives should be our 
foremost value. 


From a callous standpoint, the 
communities which have most con­ 
sistently supported new commu­ 
nity improvements enjoy surging 
real estate resale values, a direct, 
financial counter to the growth in 
taxes. 


School board members are un­ 
paid; their long hours spent on 
school affairs are a personal con­ 
tribution to the community, a sac­ 
rifice which is rarely recognized or 
appreciated. 


School board members must 
find ways to meet increases in 
costs and build new buildings. 
They must maintain the current 
level of educational programs and 
hopefully improve it. 
And 
they 
must be prudent in spending public 
funds. 
The 
responsibilities 
are 
most demanding and at times re­ 
quire that they go to the public for 
more funds. 


We can disagree with most pub­ 
lic officials on specific questions in 
which they have taken a position. 
Rarely, very rarely, has a resident 
legitimate justification for impugn­ 
ing the motives of school board 
members. 


It is easy and demogogic and a 
sure way to get out the “No” vote. 
But it is not a service to the com­ 
munity.

Legend of the Past

Americans are being offered a varie­ 
ty of choices this November. As usual, 
the two major parties are offering them 
progress. True, the emphasis of each is 
different, the pace would be different, 
but in general each major party candi­ 
date would keep the American ship of 
state headed in the direction we’ve been 
moving. 
Independent 
candidate 
Wallace, 
whether he admits it or not, creates the 
hope in many breasts that somehow the 
ship can be brought round and headed 
from whence we came. 
Unfortunately, they don’t sell steam­ 
ship tickets to legendary lands, and the 
“good old days” many people so desper­ 
ately want to return to are pure legend. 
AMERICA 
NEVER 
was 
perfect. 
Some people will find that statement as­ 
tonishing. Those who see imperfections 
in our past (as opposed to our present) 
are delegated to the mental never-never 
land of traitors and socialists. 
It is okay, by the tortured reasoning 
of the radical right so vocal today, to 
call all our Presidents since FDR trai­ 
tors selling out the interests of our coun­ 
try. It is okay to lump all protestors, 
hippies, yippies, civil rights advocates, 
anti-war dissidents as Communist dupes 
and stooges. 
It is acceptable in this camp to throw 
around awful words like these. And then 
shout “America First!” 
Choosing “America First” should be 
matter of love, of positive, constructive 
ideas and hopes. Not an outcry of hate. 


Sure these are tough times, confusing 
and challenging. But what are the char­ 
acteristics of America that we are sup­ 
posed to return to? 
Surely law and order. That is a popu­ 
lar thing. Like when white terrorists 
raped, lynched and maimed Negroes in 
Wallaceland without fear of the law. 
Like when they intimidated Negroes to 
keep them from voting. Like when they 
created laws unworthy of this nation to 
prevent 
Negroes 
from 
eating 
with 
whites, sleeping in the same hotels as 
whites, riding in the same part of the 
bus as whites, living in the same neigh­ 
borhoods as whites. 
These are shameful laws; I am happy 
America has left such “law” and such 
“order” behind. 
What else is there in the American 
past which we might returu to? 
WE USED TO segregate our troops. 
“You’re not good enough to fight with 
us, just for us.” That was our message 
to Negro servicemen. I’m happy Amer­ 
ica has left that behind. 
We used to whip up war hysteria of 
unbelievable force. People with German 
names got rocks thrown through their 
windows during World War II. They 
were hounded into forgetting their cul­ 
tural past or suffer accusations of dis­ 
loyalty. 
We dreamed up names for our 
enemies, and if they were little people 
with dark skins we didn’t miss the op­ 
portunity to sneer. Listen to a late-late 
movie from the World War II era some­ 
time. 
We have left that behind in America, 


and I am happy it is behind us. 
WE HAD OUR OWN ideas of people, 
and they were simple ideas. They were 
believable until challenged. Our “colored 
folk” as we affectionately called them 
(we might even say “nigger” without of­ 
fending polite company) were an un­ 
complicated lot. Really minstrels at 
heart. They loved to sing, and they 
didn’t mind doing demeaning work that 
white people found offensive. They had a 
peculiar odor — everyone knew that — 
but by and large they were good hu­ 
mored, lazy and if you kept them in 
their place not too troublesome. 
Most Americans have left behind 
most of those impressions. But about 20 
per cent of them intend to vote for them 
this November. 
We are told a big part of this vote 
will come from blue collar labor union­ 
ists. It was only a few decades ago blue 
collar workers were fighting for a decent 
place in America; it would shame them 
forever to bar black people from their 
progress. 
To return to the America of 1940 or 
1920 or 1900 is a simple impossibility. 
But there is an alternative. 
W7hen Negroes began pushing for 
change, some people suggested, “Give 
them all tickets and ship them back to 
Africa.” 
SINCE THE WALLACE people don’t 
like America, calling it a lawless, wel­ 
fare state dominated by socialists or 
communists, we should offer them all 
one-way tickets to South Africa. 
They might find the home they long 
for. 


‘Negative’ Tax Aid In 


Poverty War: Fed Bank

The Federal Reserve Bank of Chicago 
sees the negative income tax as a con­ 
tributor to the eradication of poverty as 
a national problem. 
But, according to its monthly Busi­ 
ness Conditions review, the bank does 
not see the negative tax substituting for 
existing welfare and assistance pro­ 
grams as its proponents claim. 
The negative income tax has been 
proposed in several forms. In each, pay­ 
ments from the government would be 
made to help close the gap between a 
poor person’s income and the amount his 
family needs for a decent living. 


PAYMENTS WOULD be based on ap­ 
plications filed as “income tax returns.” 
The simplicity of the system would pre­ 
sumably allow most of the 
adminis­ 
trative apparatus of welfare programs to 
be disbanded. 
The bank concurs with proponents of 
the negative tax in finding existing wel­ 
fare programs faulty. It says existing 
programs fail to aid millions of needy 
people. It also says they are inadequate 


in meeting the needs of millions more. 
Levels of support and standards of 
eligibility vary widely, not only with liv­ 
ing costs but also with state and local 
fiscal abilities to pay and with state atti­ 
tudes toward dependency. 
The bank says a negative income tax 
would correct these faults, as well as the 
implicit 100-per cent tax levied through 
a s s i s t a n c e programs on incomes 
recipients earn for themselves. 


UNDER THE negative income tax, in­ 
centives to work would be preserved. Be­ 
cause all plans for the tax propose sub­ 
sidies for only part of a family’s budget 
deficit, any income earned would be only 
partly offset against aid received. 
The bank points out, however, that by 
keeping payments below the amounts 
needed to meet budget deficits, the pro­ 
posals imply continued poverty not only 
for those indisposed to find jobs but also 
those unable to work. 
The bank says the discrimination of 
the proposed tax change against people 
unable to earn suDDlemental incomes 


would probably dictate continuation of 
welfare programs. 
The tax could be scaled to meet the 
minimum needs of people without in­ 
comes while graduating benefits upward 
by some fraction of the income received 
from other sources. But this would in­ 
crease the cost of the program, assuring 
recipients that worked of incomes above 
the poverty level and assisting many 
who did not need help. 
SINCE INSUFFICIENT income is all 
that separates the poor from a life of 
minimum decency, cash grants in the 
form of negative taxes have appeal as a 
possible solution to the poverty problem. 
But to help the poor help themselves, 
the bank sees a continuing need for a 
variety of services in health, special edu­ 
cation and training, counseling, and job 
placement. 
For people in city slums, it sees the 
need for help in learning the ways of 
urban life. For the poor in small towns 
and rural areas, it sees the need for 
helping some relocate to areas of better 


He was respected. But those who re­ 
spected him had none. He was real . . . 
but surrounded himself with phonies. 


A carpenter by trade, a musician by 
profession, a hobo by choice was the 
way he described himself. 


He was dressed only in dirty skivvies 
and a pair of “Jesus” sandals he carved 
himself, when I saw him. 


His lunch was strewn beside the 
stump . . . a dried up sausage, a few 
slices of bread, a hunk of cheese and a 
bottle of tokay. 


“Well I’m goin’ downtown, hat in my 
hand, lookin’ for ah woman ain’t got no 
man . . . now tee-dum, tweedley-dee . . . 
RAG MAMA . . . common, let’s do that 
rag . . . ” he belched between bites. 


TIM’S LONG RED hair flowed down 
his back like a mane and was thick as a 
scrub brush. It was dirty . . . too dirty to 
comb. And his beard was a patch of 
flaming bristles that made his chin jut 
out like a rock. 


Tim’s home was a small, filthy room 
in a $10 a week boarding house. Bug in­ 
fested. In one corner was his sleeping 
bag. In another old apple cores and 
three empty cans of beans. No heat. A 
single light bulb swung from a gaping 
hole in the ceiling. Plaster walls all 
crumbling. 


Home . . . that’s what he called it. 
Tim originally lived in England, but 
left the coal mines there when he was 17 
and immigrated to Canada with two sis­ 
ters. His father was an Evangelical min­ 
ister in Wales who had 13 children, “only 
two of which were his own,” said Tim. 
“But he never threatened to divorce 
Mom cuz he didn’t want to lose his job.” 


TWO MONTHS BEFORE I met Tim, 
he left Montana with a full tank of gas, a 
few cans of chili and his nine-string gui­ 
tar in a 1941 Plymouth he bought from 
an old girl friend for 50 cents. 
His money ran out in Salt Lake City, 
but not his luck. He made a one night 
stand in an all night pizza house there, 
and when he passed his straw hat at 
midnight, raked in enough money to get 
him to Aspen. He arrived there a day 
later with a dime to his name. 


It was quite a car he was driving. 
More dead than alive, it was held togeth­ 
er with clothesline and patched in spots, 
where the rust had eaten through the 
body, with old tin cans. The back seat 
was ripped out for his carpenter’s bench, 
and underneath it there was room for his 
guitar and tools. 


Tim once directed a jug band he used 
to bill as best in the W’est. The Rocky 
Mountain Dew Jug Band, he called it. 


But it split up when Norm, the fellow 
who blew jug, ran off to Nevada with the 
group’s female vocalist, Rosalee, to get 
married. Then his banjo picker was 
drafted by the Army. And a third mem­ 
ber struck out to begin his own band. 


The only member of the original jug 
band still with Tim was Red Dog . . . his 
f a i t h f u l c o l d-nosed, 
bugle-voiced 
coonhound. 


THOSE TWO WERE inseparable. 
Tim had hoped to begin another jug 
band in Aspen. All he needed were the 
musicians. In his room he had packed 
away a gut bucket, a washboard, a cow­ 
bell, a harmonica, a couple kazoos, a 
banjo and a “fugle” horn he made him­ 
self from plastic tubing and an empty 
bottle of Clorox. 


Tim sang ballads better than ragtime, 
but preferred ragtime, I think, because 
the ballads used to leave a bitter-sweet 
lump in his throat every time. 


He has a daughter living up in Mon­ 
tana now. She must be about nine. “I 
can't be a father to her. Only a friend. I 
haven't much money, but if she wants to 
learn music when she grows up, «t least 
I can give her that,” he confided to me 
once, in his strong British accent. 


Tim used to worry about the Army 
drafting him, but said he would never 
make a good soldier. “ITI go back to 
Calgary (British Columbia) before I let 
that happen,” he used to say. 


I WAS ON THE bum myself then, and 
Tim and I worked together during the 
day driving a marble truck through the 
Rockies for a local artist who signed a 
three-year contract with an Oklahoma 
millionaire to carve a series of marble 
sculptures for his Red Mountain estate, 
just outside Aspen. 
I was only out there two months when 
I got sick and had to leave Tim. I sipped 
water from a mountain stream that was 
dirty . . . a moose had died upstream . . 
and I came down with dysentery. 
Tim always said our trails would 
cross again. I hope they do. 
The last time I saw Tim, he was 
wearing his straw hat, buckskin shirt, 
skin-tight pants, sandals . . . and singing 
a ballad he wrote himself. 
“We’ll 
climb 
up 
some 
mountain 
where the grass meets the snow . . .’’ he 
crooned. 


SO WHEREVER YOU are Tim Walk­ 
er, good luck to you. One day . . . one 
day soon perhaps, you’ll have your jug 
band back. And when that 
happens, 
maybe our trails will cross again. 
Tim Walker was a hippie . . . but his 
kind, well I don’t seem to mind so much.
